OF DESPONDENT ED- 
WARD PLATT. 


A Young Man from San Francisco 
Takes a Short Out to Another and 
4 Better World—Result of the In- 
quest. 


Coroner Meredith yesterday afternoon 
held an inquest upon the body of a man who 
was identified as EK. W. Platt, formerly of 
San Francisco, at the undertaking rooms of 
Orr & Sutch, on Spring street. The de- 
ceased went to the Merced lodging-house, 
on Main street, Tuesday night, and rented 
aroom and retired. Nothing more was 
heard of him until about 11 o’clock, when 
Frederick Purssord, one of the proprietors 
of the house, went into the room to close 
the skylight, and found Platt lying on the 
bed and breathing heavily, and evidently 
suffering from an overdose of some opiate. 
Purssord asked what he had taken, when 
he replied nothing. and that he was all 
right. Purssord tried to arouse him, but 
could not, and on looking around dis- 
covered a tumbler with a few drops of 
‘liquor in it, which, upon examination 

ved to be laudanum. A bottle labeled 
audanum was also found empty. Medical 
aid was at once summoned, and everythin 
possible was done for the man, but withou 
avail, and death ensued at 2 o’clock. As 
the man was unknown at the time of death, 
Coroner Meredith was notified. He at 
once took charge of the body, and had it 
en to Orr & Sutch’s undertaking 


‘the the Plate fully identi- 
fied as that W. Pla formerly a clerk 
in the Occidental Hotel at San Francisco, 
by George Holden, formerly night watch- 
man at the Nadeau Hotel in this city, and 
John A. Irwin, cashier of the same house. 
The proprietors of the Merced hodgin 
house testified to the above facts. Dr. B. 
G. McGowan made a post-mortem examina- 
tion, and stated the cause of death to have 
been opium poisoning. After hearing all 
the evidence, the ury returned a verdict 
that the deceased, edward W. Platt, a na- 
tive of Georgia, aged 32 years, came to his 
death on the 25d day of Jovember, 1887, by 
an overdose of laudanum taken by himself 
with intent to commit suicide. Coroner 
Meredith will hold the body until the rela- 
tives of the deceased in San Francisco could 
be heard from. 

After the inquesta Times reporter met 
Capt. Irwin at the office of the Nadeau, and 
asked him whet he knew about Platt. “I 
first knew Platt.“ he said, about twelve 

rs ago, when he was night clerk at the 

cidental Hutel in San Francisco. He 
left that place shortly before I came, and 
since then I donot think that he has done 
much of auything. He was a nephew of 
Dr. Platt, a noted divine of San Francisco 
and formerly ogg of Grace Episcopal 
Church of that city, but now of New York, 
believe. His mother, I believe, resides in 
Georgia, and Platt used to receive money 
from her, in amounts of #25 to $30. He had 
only been in the cify about two — ge * 
think. This is about all I know about the 
man.’

THANKSGIVING DAY. 


Thanksgiving Day is a festival or 
holiday peculiar to the United States. 
As known and observed in America, it 
originated in New England, where it 
is more untversally honored than any- 
where else in the land. Sy 

The occasional observance of a day 
of thanksgiving, recommended by the 
civil authorities, is something as old as 
the existence of government; spring- 
ing, perhaps, from the Jewish Feast of 
‘the Tabernacles. 

Coming down from ancient times to 
the days of the Pilgrims, we find that 
such a day was observed in Leyden, 
Holland, October 3, 1575; that being 
the first anniversary of the delivery of 
Leyden from siege. 

In 1608 the Pilgrim church fled to 
Holland, where it remained till 1620, 
when it equipped and dispatched the 
Mayflower to seek a permanent resting 
place in the New World. 

When the Pilgrim colonists at Ply- 
mouth had gathered in their first 
harvest, Gov. William Bradford, the 
second Governor of Plymouth colony, 
sent four men out fowling,““ that, 
after a more special manner,“ they 
might rejoice together. 

In July, 1623, Gov. Bradford ap- 
pointed a day of fasting and prayer for 
the purpose ofpropitiating Providence, 
to the end that rain might be sent 
to relieve the land of a long-continued 
drouth. While the fasting and pray- 
ing continued, rain came in abundance, 
and the Governor appointed a day of 
thanksgiving. 

This was the first legalized day of 
thanksgiving observed in America. 

In 1680 another day of thanksgiving 
was proclaimed and observed to return 
thanks for the arrival of supplies from 
Ireland. 

Gov. Winthrop, of the Massachusetts 
Bay colony, appointed a day of thanks- 
giving in June, 1632, and invited the 
Governor of Plymouth colony to co- 
öperate with him. 

The records of Massachusetts Bay 
celony show the appointment of days 
of thanksgiving in 1633, 1634, 1637, 1638 
and 1689; and the records show that 
Plymouth colony observed Thanksgiv-' 
ing in 1651, 1668 and 1680. 

The records of 1680 indicate that the 
observance had become annual. Occa- 
sionally the Dutch governors of New 
Netherland appointed days of thanks- 
giving. The records of New Amster- 
dam (New York) show that Thanksgiv- 
ing was observed in 1644, 1645, 1655 

d 1664. The day was also pro- 
elaimed as a public holiday by the Eng- 
lish governors of New York in 1755 
and 1760. 

During the War of the Revolution 
thanksgiving observance was annually 
recommended by the Continental Con- 
gress. 

In 1784 a national thanksgiving was 
proclaimed in honor of the restoration 
of peace and the triumph of patriotism 
and liberty. After this no national 
thanksgiving was celebrated until 
1789, when President Washington, by 
request of Congress, recommended a 
day of thanksgiving for the adoption 
of the Federal Constitution. Wash- 
ington issued a second proclamation in 
1795, on account of the suppression of 
the Pennsylvania whisky insurrection. 
By request of Congress, President Mad- 
ison recommended thanksgiving for the 
peace of 1815. 

From the foregoing it will be seen 
that the observance of Thanksgiving 
was not continuous nor fully recog- 
nized as a legalized national holiday. 
Its official recommendation was con- 
fined, in the main, to the New England 
colonies and States. 

The day was not regularly recom- 
mended by the Governor of New York 
till 1817, and the Southern Siates took 
to the practice of observing Thanks- 
giving very slowly. In 1855 Gov. John- 
son of Virginia issued a thanksgiving 
proclamation, but in 1857 Gov. Wise, 
being requested to do likewise, refused 
to comply, alleging that he was unau- 
thorized to interfere in anything hav- 
ing areligious character. 

It was during and since the war be- 
tween the States that Thanksgiving 
Day became a recognized national in- 
stitution. President Lincoln issued 
proclamations recommending special 


1863 and 1864, since which time annual 
thanksgiving proclamations have been 
issued by the President, as well as by 
the Governors of States and Territories 
and the mayors of cities. Custom has 
fixed the time for the last Thursday of 
November. Custom has also decreed 
the death of the turkey, the dignity of 
the pumpkin pie and a general jollifi- 
ca 


Thanksgiving Day is, then, an Amer- 
ican institution, born of the recogni- 
tion of a Divine Providence ruling 
among the affairs of men and con- 
trolling the destiny of nations. It was 
of New England birth. The staid, 
God-fearing men living upon the bleak 
Atlantic coast, nursed to physical 
hardihood and accustomed to stern en- 


ren soil of New England, looking to 
the God of harvests to give the in- 
crease. They were surrounded by 
treacherous foes, in a strange land, 


divided by a vast ocean from the friends 


and helpers whom they Wad lett be- 
hind in the Old World. They had 
come to n land untilled and unsubdued 
by civilization. Here and there in its 
wild wilderness was the little patch of 
Indian corn planted by the hand of the 
red man. Beyord this there were no 
harvests. It wasalandof forests and 
of waste places; a land given over th 
the wigwam and the hunting-grourd of 
the savage. But the white man came 
and planted bis home here, came for 
conscience sake, because here he could 
worship God according to the dictates of 
his own conscience. The church-spire 
was zoon lifted among the forest trees 
of the New World. The virgin 
soil was broken by the plow. 
The harvest seeds were sown, and 
trustfully our forefathers waited for 
the summer suns to ripen the harvest 
fields. Year by year they ripened and 
were gathered into barns and store- 
houses. But at length came a time 
when the growing grain and corn were 


for the lack of rain. Failure of crops 
meant want and famine for the New 
World. But the strong hearts of Free- 
dom’s pioneers did not yield to despair. 
They recognized no blind chance in the 
affairs of the natural world; in seed- 
time and in harvest they looked alike 
to a beneficent Providence ruling and 
ordering no less in the realm of Nature 
than among men. It was a blessed 
faith to those environed with hardships, 
surrounded by danger and intelligently 
comprehending what it meant for them 
if the year’s harvests should fail them. 
The drouth was devouring their fields, 
and ualess the rain came soon their 
crops must, perish. 

Then it was that the Puritan showed 
that his faith was not a dead letter. 
The God in whom he believed he wor- 
shiped not only as his Creator, but as 
his Father to whom he could carry his 
needs, and who would hear his cry. 
Therefore, with his sublime and un- 
doubting faith, he set apart a day in 
which the people should pray for rain. 
It requires no great effort of fancy to 
see, in anawer to that call, the people 
from every home in the drouth- 
stricken region guing up with devout 
faces to their houses of worship. 
Hardly had their prayers ended before 
the clouds began to gather in thick 
masses, and it was not long before the 
earth was drenched with the needed 
rain, and the crops were saved. And 
when the harvest came and its abund- 
ance was gathered into the store- 
houses of the people, it was in keeping 
with the character of the forefathers of 
New England that a day of thanks- 
giving and of praise should be set 
apart on which the people should return 
thanks to the Giver of all Good, who 
had blessed and prospered them. 

For years. as we all know, the day 
was not a national one. It was ap- 
pointed by the Governor of each State 
upon any day that he saw fit, without 
regard to days chosen by sister States. 
But in the midst of our national con- 
flict, after months of disaster to the 
loyal cause, victory rested upon the 
arms of the Union. A succession of 
important victories caused unbounded 
joy to loyal hearts threughout the Na- 
tion, and on the day following the 
memorable victory’ at Cedar Creek, 
that is,on the 20th of October, 1864, 
President Lincoln issued his proclama- 
tion for a day of national thanksgiving, 
to be observed on the last Thursday of 
the coming November as a day which 
I desire to be observed by all of my 
fellow-citizens, wherever they may be, 
as a day of thanksgiving and praise to 
Almighty God, the beneficent Creator 
and Ruler of the universe.“ 

Thus are the memories which hover 
about our national Thanksgiving no 
less sacred and no less significant to 
the whole people than are those which 
cluster about the Thanksgiving of the 
Puritans. It is fitting for us as a great 
and prosperous people, and as a Chris- 
tian nation, to honor the day as well 
as to keep ourselves mindful of God’s 
providential care for this Nation, of 
the manifold blessings of liberty and 
of free government which our first 
national Thanksgiving commemorated. 


And in no portion of this broad land 
of ours has more signal prosperity been 
enjoyed than in Southern California. 
We have had bountiful harvests; busi- 
ness of all kinds has advanced; the 
wealth of this section has increased 
marvelously; thousands of new homes 
have been planted in our midst; waste 
lands have been subdued; new towns 
and cities have sprung into existence; 
our commerce and our manufactures 
have grown in wealth and greatness; 
our lines of travel have been multiplied; 
we have been free from the scourge of 
epidemic diseases, and the health of 
the community has been general. Our 
schools aud colleges have been multi- 
plied; our benevolent institutions have 
increased in number, and all that.goes 
to make up a prosperous, cultivated, 
growing and happy community has 
been ours. When we contrast our life 
of lesser hardships, of larger ease, of 
greater opportunities and of signal ad- 
vancement in all that pertains to na- 
tional greatness and national strength, 
with that of those who rocked the cra- 
dle of this Republic, we may well be 
thankful for the blessings which Al- 
mighty God has showered upon us in- 


dividually and as a nation; and let us 


seek to preserve intact the political 
purity, the patriotism, the devotion to 
principle, and the faith of the early 
fathers of the Republic. 


Go Slow On Libel. 


There is no doubting the fact that 
many innocent persons are made to suf- 
fer annoyance by reason of statements 
that find their way into the columns of 
all great dailies. 

This is something that all newspaper 
managers regret, and yet something 
that cannot wholly be avoided. 

A newspaper is under the necessity 
of assuming that its regular reporters 
and correspondents are honest, compe- 
tent and trustworthy. In fact, they

occurs that proves them to be other- 
wise; and that thing is very apt to be 
some printed’ misrepresentation that 
wounds or injures an innocent party. 
In cases of this kind a just news- 
paper is always ready to make all the 
reparation possible, and such aggrieved, 
parties should be slow to seek revenge 
for an unintentional injury. 

A case in point is the late Adel suit 
brought by George Morton of Benicia 
against the San Francisco Examiner, 
The facts upon which the suit was 
based were as follaws: 

The Examiner received a muni- 
cation from Vallejo describing a gross 
and dastardly outrage perpetrated 
upon a young girl by a number of 
young men, whose names were given, 
as well as the name of the young girl. 

The writer wrote as the father of 
the outraged girl, pleaded that he was 
old, poor and friendless, and called 
upon the Examiner to take up his 
cause. 

The Examiner wublished that letter 
and commented editorially on its con- 
tents. It subsequently transpired that 
the whole thing was a hoax, and the 
Examiner did all that a great journal 
could do, not only to right the parties 
named in the communication, but to 
apprebend its writer. Notwithstand- 
ing which, one of the young men 
na ned in the communication, George 
Morton, brought suit for libel, as be- 
fore stated. 

Of course Mr. Morton was injured, 
but he was injured. unintentionally. 
The suit was decided against him. 

In the effort to secure the news, a 
journal should be allowed all the lati- 
tude censistent with the rights of pri- 
vate persons; and if inadvertently 
those rights are sOmetimes trenched 
upon, the party aggrieved should in- 
vestigate the circumstances of the case 
and go slew on libel.

Postage—The Chinese Minis-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—[By the Ascoci- 
ated Press.] In response to an appeal 
taken by a prominent New York news com- 
pany from the ruling of Postmaster Pierson 
at New York, exacting a first-class rate of 
postage on certain third and fourth-class 
mail matter now held at the New York 
postoffice, the Postmaster-General has re- 
plied that, while he has no power to author- 
ize. any modification of the law regarding 
permigsable printing on wrappers enclosing 
such matter, the statutes do confer on 
him a right to remit the penalties—hoiding 
that the extra charge for postage in this 
case falls in the nature of a penalty. The 
penalty, or additional postage, is remitted. 
The Postoffice Department is preparing a 
circular letter, which will be sent to all post- 
masters, authorizing them to remit penal- 
ties in all similar cases, or where the cir- 
cumstances seem to require it.

The Number of the Stars. 
(Good Words.] 

Some astronomers have devoted 
special attention to counting the num- 
ber of stars which may be seen with 
the naked eye, and the result has been 
that, even to persons gifted with more 
than ordinary powers of vision, there 
are not so many as 4000 stars at any 
time visible above the horizun. Buta 
very different result presents itself 
when the heavens are surveyed 
through a telescope. Countless num- 
bers of stars then come into view 
which were previously invisible, and 
the more powerful the telescope used 
the greater the number of stars re- 
vealed to observation, until finally the 
conclusion is arrived at that the num- 
ber of stars visible in the heavens is 
limited only by the optical capacity of 
the instrument which the observer may 
employ in his survey. A familiar illus- 
tration of this is furnished by the well- 
known group of stars known as the 
Pleiades. 2 ed with the naked 
eye, this interest 
consist of only some 3ix or seven stars; 
— when observed with an ordinary 

ra-glass the entire field of view is 
fi led with a beautiful congeries of dis- 
tinet stars. The t astronomer, — 
William Herschel, who far su rove 
other astronomers in the —.— ity of 
his explorations of the stellar heavens, 
has left upon record some striking re- 
sultsof his observations illustrative of 
the immense multitude of stars which 
a powerful telescope is capable of re- 
vealing.
